Just play or .as usual 
and use the roads.de obstacles to gauge where you are on the 
foad The other cars automatically go slower as well so victory 
should be simple The steering is very unresponsive on sandy 
tracks, so lay off the accelerator on comers or else!

Just 
don't expect to see it until around level seven... 

SECRET ROOMS 

Sometimes, a roof lite is loose and could lead the way to a vital 
extra life-giving potion (level three for example). Jump up and 
hit the ceiling and all wobbly tiles will be revealed. To remove 
loose tiles, jusl jump up al Ihe lite, making sure you're not 
under it when it comes crashing down...
